11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Appliant's arguments have been fully considered but are not persuasive. The fourth Maqnani declaration is not entered because, 
contrary to Applicant's assertion, Examiner did not add any new rationales to the prior art rejections at issue. Rather, Examiner 
was simply addressing Applicant's arguments regarding the purification methods, which are not features of the reiected claims. 
Applicant's arguments revolve around the property of "biologically active" in the claims and allege that the Tat protein composition 
taught in the prior art does not meet this limitation. Such arguments are not convincing because this claim limitation is an 
attribute or characteristic of the claimed composition that does not impart structural limitation and is shown by evidence 
presented by Dr. Magnani's declaration filed on 24* October 2007, discussing art-recognized methods to purify clinical grade 
protein. Reiections are maintained for reasons of records.
